ARMY COMPLAINS. 


The resolution continuing, pointed 


out that the conditions under which 
the Russian army had fought were 
infinitely worse than those of the 
other allies, and declared that those 
at the front must be provided with 
munitions and everything else. This, 
It was declared, was in line with the 
principle that the "more metal the 
less gun fodder." In conclusion the 
congress appealed to all lovers of free 
Russia 
• to rally to support of the 


•workmen's and soldiers' council and 


the provisional government in which 
the army has confidence, "and not 
to permit utilization of the Russian

JEROME, Ariz., May 30»—An in- 
vestigation iwas .begun here today by 
,tfae authorities of the killing last 
night of two men and the wounding 
of two others, one probably fatally, 
all employees of / the United Verde 
mine, one of the mines affected by 
the strike by the union coQPer miners 
called last Thursday night. 
, 
Jim Evans, a guard, and Generao 


Mayogotia, Italian, employed in the 
United Verde shops, were killed, "W. 
N. Terry, -a guard, was dangerously 
wounded 
and 
Horace Garrison, a 


watchman, was shot through the leg. 
The men with forty or fifty other 
mine employees had rushed out of the 
mine in response to a fire alarm from 
the United Verde and Pacific rail- 
road station. They were running along 
a narrow path when they were met 
•with a fusillade of shots. 


The fire, which totally destroyed 
the depot, according to Sheriff J. F. 
Young, was incendiary. 


SHOT PROM DARK. 


The body of Evans was found half 


an hour after the shooting. 


Fifty or sixty miners, among them 


Robert E. Tally, superintendent of the 
mine, -were running single file along 
a narrow trail leading to the depot, 
when a shot rang out and Mayogotia, 
who was near the front of the line, 
fell dead. He was shot through the 
heart 
f 
Members of the party declared the 


shot came from a dark spot in the 
rocks not more than ten feet from 
the trail. 
The guards opened fire 


and sot at random when they heard 
the sound of persons running away. 


Terry was shot through the stom- 


ach. 


The depot was totally destroyed by 


fire and a quantity of baggage lost. 


Charles W. Clark, general manager 


of the United Verde mine, one of the 
properties affected by the strike of 
union miners, which has been in prog- 
ress since Thursday night, expressed 
the belief'the fire was incendiary. He 
claimed a number of men were seen 
going to the depot shortly before the 
fire broke out. 


Union leaders declared the fire was 
a "frame-up." 


GOVERNOR INVESTIGATES. 
Sheriff Young, who made an inves- 
tigation, said the watchmen at the 
depot reported they saw a number 
of men running down the road after 
the fire was discovered. 


Governor Thomas Campbell of Ari- 


zona and Lieutenant-Colonel James J. 
Hornbrook, of the Seventeenth United 
Sttaes cavalry, went to the scene a 
few minutes afterward and made a 
thorough examination. 


Governor Campbell had telegraphed 


his secretary earlier tonight to send 
Jerome any papers requiring immedi- 
ate attention. 


"Many matters demand mv pres- 


ence at Phoenix, but this is the most 
Pressing matter in Arizona," he said. 
Dr. Lorenzo Bodido, supreme presi- 


dent of Liga Protectora, and other of- 
ficials of the order, which 
has 
a 


branch In Jerome, arrived here to- 
night from PhoenU to demand pro- 
tection for the Mexican people 
of 


Jerome. 
Dr. Bodido said he had in- 


omred among the Mexican miners in 
this district and with thirteen excep- 
tions all desired to work, but many 
were afraid to do so. The Liga of- 
ficers are to meet the governor to- 
morrow morning, 


RAIN HALTS FIRES 


DULUTH, May 30.—-Rain last night 


extinguished forest and brush fires 
that havo burned intermittently for 
weeks in this part of Minnesota.

Six companies of Illinois National

The negro sections, where the arc 
lights had been shot out, virtually 
were in complete darkness. 
Thomas Ritchie, a private watch- 


man for the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road, was patrolling the tracks, when 
he saw a negro approaching \vith a 
shotgun. 
Ritchie 
challenged 
the 


black, who fired, wounding Ritchie in 
the shoulder. 
Two unidentified white men were 


taken to a hospital in a serious con- 
dition as a result of gunshot wounds. 
They were unarmed. 
Trouble began early in the evening. 
Hardy Harts, a negro, was returning 
home from work in a packing plant 
when accosted by a white man, who 
asked him where he was going. Hans 
did not reply, but started to run. The 
white--roan fired and Harts fell with 
a bullet through his left lung. He 
probably will die. 


CHASED BY MOB. 


Charles Envta. a iiegri, was chased 
by about forty men for several blocks, 
and when it appeared he would es- 
cape several shots were fired, one of 
them entering, the black's right side. 
The Intermittent formation of small 


mobs continued throughout the even- 
ing, but with soldiers patrolling the 
streets in pairs, none of them gained 
any appreciable size. At no time were 
there more than 200 men in a group. 
Policemen had been on duty since 5 
o'clock In the morning and were so 
exhausted as to be^ of -little use.

Are Expected to Recommend 
Site at 
California College 


Coming State Probe Also Stirs 


Proposed Reforms at Infirm- 
ary; Board to Act Monday 


The friends of the movement to 


separate the county hospital from the 
infirmary and construct a modern 
hospital in Oakland are very much 
elated over the developments at yes- 
terday's meeting of the Citizens^ Hos- 
pital Committee, when three supervi- 
sprs, a majority, promised to vote for 
the California College site at Monday's 
meeting of the board. 
For over a year and a half a per- 


sistent fight has been made to bring 
the hospital to Oakland, but without 
result except to arouse a strong pub- 
lic sentiment. 
The dramatic Incident at yesterday's 


meeting at Hotel Oakland had not 
been previously staged and came as an 
agreeable surprise to those who were 
deeply interested in the objects of the 
meeting. 
Much credit for the result 


is being given to Mayor Greene Majors 
of Alameda. 
After there had been 


considerable discussion, he called at- 
tention to the fact that members of 
the board of supervisors were present 
and that it was an opportune tiaie to 
call for a "show-down." Mrs J. B. 
Hume, chairman of the citizens' hos- 
pital committee, conducted a most 
successful cross-examination of the 
members of the board, giving no "op- 
portunity for equivocation and nailing 
each member down to a definite and 
positive ^statement that he would be 
present and vote for the California 
College site on Monday next. No 
amount of squirming under her re-- 
lentless cross-examination left any 
pf the supervisors an "out." 


Supervisor Foss lias-'been for the 


California -College site for a number 
of months. He originally introduced a 
resolution for the purchase of the Gill 
site, but later announced himself in 
favor of the site recommended by the 
welfare commission, 


The advocates of several sites have 
claimed the vote of Supervisor Mul- 
lins, although he has always stated 
that he stood ready to cast his vote 
for any Oakland site that two other 
supervisors would agree upon. 


Supervisor Heyer had heretofore re- 


frained from expressing himself in 
favor of any particular site 
At the 
last meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors he offered a resolution, which 
was unanimously passed, calling upon 
the State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections "to make a complete investi- 
gation into the conduct, management 
of and conditions surrounding the 
Alameda 
county 
hospital and 
in- 
firmary." 


Acting upon this resolution, 
the 


State Board of Charities and Correc- 
tions Is understood to have held a 
meeting yesterday at which prelim- 
inarv steps ^ ere taken toward con- 
ducting the investigation asked for by 
a unanimous vote of the Board of 
Suoervisors.

Lens the Germans made raids. 


"The British line goes forward yard 


by yard," said an unofficial despatch 
from the front 
"It is hard fighting, 


for the German positions are strong 
and their artillery is fever active. The 
great effort now being made is to get 
into Douai. This famous little French 
city is the key to ah things between 
Lille and Cambrai.

portant railway center and the Ger- 
mans have been using it as one of 
their most important bases in France." 


ARTILLERY FIRE SPREADS.

FRENCH EXTEND DRIVE.

day. 


South of St. Quentin a. violent artil- 


lery struggle was in progress, the 
communique declared, with a great 
deal of patrol fighting. 


In the Champagne a German at- 
tack led by special assaulting waves, 
unsuccessfully attempted to reach the 
Mont Blond French trenches. Many 
of the enemy were killed, and a 1 arge 
number imprisoned in the repulse of 
this assult. 


Around Verdun and Hill 304, the 


statement said, the French "cleaned 
up their trenches" consolidating their 
positions. 
Two German aeroplanes

the bill as it now stands. He is con- 
fident that the total will be approxi- 
mately $1,500,000.000, which is about 
the figure which the -committee had 
in mind when it began consideration 
of the bill. 
The main points of the bill now 
having been definitely agreed upon by 
the committee the redrafting of the 
measure will be 
begun 
tomorrow, 


when the committee resumes its ses- 
sions. It is the intention of the com- 
mittee to have the bill ready for a 
report to the Senate on June 7." 
Further attempts to cut the amount 
proposed to be levied by the meas- 
ure as far down as an even billion 
dollars are anticipated when 
it is 
taken up by the Senate. 
Some of the large Items stricken 


from the bill by the committee are 
the levies of $108,000,000 on 1916 
incomes;

In lieu of the excess profits tax the 
committee will recommend a new levy

New stamp taxes and a horsepower 
tax on automobiles probablv will he 
recommended by the committee to re- 
place the gross sales tax and to meet 
the deficit caused by striking out the

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PLEDGES FOR NEW HOSPITAL. 


Unexpected and satisfactory solution of the 


county hospital question developed yesterday -when, 
at a public meeting, three county supervisors, 
Messrs. Heyer, Foss and Mullins, a majority of the 
board, promised to introduce at their next meet- 
ing and vote for a resolution providing for the pur- 
chase of the California College tract at Fourteenth 
avenue and Twenty-ninth street for a site for the 
new hospital. 


THE TRIBUNE hopes that these three supervisors 


be present at the next meeting of the board to 


carry out their promise. 


Direct and prompt action in the selection of a 


new hospital site is the only way in which this long- 
standing and scandalous controversy may be prop- 
erly ended. Doubtless the supervisors have realized 
this. As THE TRIBUNE pointed out several days ago, 
such a course will be a far more satisfactory way 
to meet the demand of the public than to leave 
provocation for having sites go on the ballot at the 
coming special election as initiative propositions. 
The question of separating the county hospital from 
the infirmary and establishing it in Oakland, near

the center of county population, would be endan- 


—gered if confused by several other propositions in a 


the ground or in a barn or stable. The State Hous- 
ing Commission, during its three years of existence, 
has enforced labor camp sanitation laws and de- 
veloped practical plans for inexpensive sleeping, 
dining and cooking quarters, as well as bathing 
facilities. 


The farmers, if they are sufficiently far-seeing, 


will try to do as well as the lumber camps and 
construction outfits.

IRELAND'S OPPORTUNITY. 


After a century, more or less, of effort England 


has discovered that she cannot peacefully govern 
Ireland; and after a few months the English gov- 
ernment has concluded that it cannot devise a sys- 
tem of self-government which will be acceptable to 
the Irish people. So England has passed the whole 
question up to Ireland. In a carefully-drawn letter 
to Mr. John Redmond, Premier David Lloyd George 
has stated that if an assembly of Irishmen repre- 
sentative of all the leading aspects of national 
thought will draw up and submit to the British 
government a constitution for the future govern- 
ment of Ireland within the empire, he will see to it 
that the scheme is embodied into legislative enact- 
ment by the British Parliament. 


This step brings Ireland's greatest opportunity 


immediately to hand, and it remains to see how 
Irishmen will deport themselves. The pessimists 
have all along argued that the Irish leaders could 
never .agree among themselves; that it 
A\ ould be 


utterly impossible for them to devise a practical 
scheme for their self-government And, indeed, ad- 
ditional color was given this view when, during the 
speech of Mr. Lloyd George in the House of Com- 
mons last -neck, Mr. Laurence Ginnell and other 
members of the Irish party interrupted to make 
the charge that the British government was now 
trying to unload itself of responsibilities to wh^ch 
it was not equal/

Throughout the discussion of this subject THE 


TRIBUNE has consistently refrained from advising 
the selection of any particular site, holding the 
view that the ^ ital issues of separating hospital and 
infirmary and transferring the hospital to Oakland 
should first bp decided. But the proposed action by 
the Board of Supervisors for the selection of the 
California site, which the Public Welfare Commis- 
sion recommended in their final report, should be 
generally satisfactory to all citizens desiring that 
the hospital be located near the center of county 
population. 


The county infirmary is not to be mo\ed from 


its present location. Conditions there have not been 
what they should be; complaints have been made of 
mistreatment of the inmates and disregard of their 


and welfare as understood by the tax- 


payers. The proposed investigation of infirmary 
conditions by the State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections should be proceeded with in a vigorous, 
speedy and comprehensive manner. 


The unfortunate and helpless of the county should

of the county have provided that this shall be done.

Announcement has been made at Washington 


by many stormy sessions, and if any good is to 
come out of itj Irish leaders, who have heretofore 
been only "fighters" against England, will have to 
reform their methods and modify their views.

They must 
themselves settle the separatist question, for Sir 
Edward Carson and Sir John Lonsdale already 
have served notice, through criticism of the conven- 
tion idea, of their opposition to including Ulster in 
a '-Home Rule"-Ireland.

To do this iu is 
first necessary for all Ireland to stand together for 
liberty. We believe, and sincerely hope, it will 
be equal to the test The time is ripe for action 
and sentiment is strong for the convention idea.

He frankly confessed that England needs 
Ireland's help in the war and that he is convinced 
that she may obtain it only by making the maxi- 
mum concession to the demand for home rule
